Legal Rights 101 



14th Amendment 

Everyone in the United States 
has rights, regardless of their 
status. 


4th Amendment 

You have the right to refuse to 
consent to a search of yourself, 
your car, or your home without 
a warrant. 


5th Amendment 

You have the right to remain 
silent. If you wish to exercise 
that right, say so out loud, 
then say nothing else. 


Arrest 


Know Your Rights Cards Recording 


If you are not under arrest, you 
have the right to calmly leave. 
You have the right to a lawyer; 
ask for one immediately. 


Be aware of your rights and 
share them with others. You 
could save a life! 



You have the right to record all 
law enforcement activity as long 
as you are not impeding them 
from working. Always have 
someone record interactions 
with police, ICE, etc.

KNOW YOUR RIGHTS! 


If you are stopped by immigration or the police: 

S Hand this card to the officer, and remain silent. 

The card explains that you are exercising your right 
to refuse to answer any questions until you have 
talked with a lawyer. 


To: Immigration or Other Officer 

Right now I am choosingto exercise my legal rights. 

• I will remain silent, and I refuse to answer your 
questions. 

• If I am detained, I have the right to contact an attorney 

immediately. 

• I refuse to sign anything without advice from an 
attorney.

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If You're Stopped By Police 

• You have a right to remain silent. If you wish to remain silent, tell 
the officer. (Some states may require you to identify yourself to the 
police if you're suspected of a crime. ) 

• Stay calm. Don't run. Don't argue, resist, or obstruct the police. 

Keep your hands where police can see them. 

• Ask if you’re free to leave. If yes, calmly and silently walk away. 

• You do not have to consent to a search of yourself or your belongings. 

If You're Stopped In Your Car 

• Stop the car in a safe place as quickly as possible. Turn off the car. 
turn on the internal light, open the window partway, and place 
your hands on the wheel. 

• Upon request, show police your driver's license, registration, and 
proof of insurance. 

• If an officer or immigration agent asks to search your car, you can 
refuse. But if police believe your car contains evidence of a crime, 
they can search it without your consent, 

• Both drivers and passengers have the right to remain silent. If you’re a 
passenger, you can also ask if you're free to leave. If yes, silently leave. 

If You're Asked About Your Immigration Status 

• You have the right to remain silent. You do not have to answer 
questions about where you were born, whether you're a U.S. citizen, 
or how you entered the country. (Separate rules apply at internation¬ 
al borders and airports, and for individuals on certain nonimmi¬ 
grant visas, including tourists and business travelers.) 

• If you’re not a U.S. citizen and have valid immigration papers, you 
should show them if an immigration agent requests it. 

• Do not lie about vour citizenship status or provide fake documents. 

If The Police Or Immigration Agents Come To 
Your Home 

• You don't have to let them in unless they have a warrant signed by 
a judge. 

• Ask them to show you the warrant. Officers can only search the 
areas and for the items listed on the warrant. An arrest warrant 
allows police to enter the home of the person listed on the warrant if 
they believe the person is inside. A warrant of removal/deport at ion 
(ICE warrant) does not allow officers to enter a home without 
consent. 

• Even if officers have a warrant, you may remain silent. If you choose 
to speak, step outside and close the door. 


If You're Arrested by Police 

• Do not resist. 

• Say you wish to remain silent and ask for a lawyer. If you can’t afford 
a lawyer, the government must provide one. 

• Don't say anything, sign anything, or make any decisions without a 
lawyer. 

• You have the right to make a local phone call. The police cannot 
listen if you call a lawyer. 

• Don't discuss your immigration status with anyone but your lawyer. 

• An immigration officer may visit you in iail. Do not answer 
questions or sign anything before talking to a lawyer. 

• Read all papers fully. If you don't understand or cannot read the 
papers, say you need an interpreter. 

If You're Taken Into Immigration (Or "ICE") 
Custody 

• You have the right to a lawyer, but the government will not provide 
one. If you don't have a lawyer, ask for a list of free or low-cost legal 
services. 

• You have the right to contact your consulate or have an officer 
inform the consulate of your arrest. 

• Tell the immigration officer you wish to remain silent. Do not 
discuss your immigration status with anyone but your lawyer. 

• Do not sign anything, such as a voluntary departure or stipulated 
removal, without talking to a lawyer. If you sign, you maybe giving 
up your opportunity to try to stay in the U.S. 

• Know your immigration number (“A" number) and give it to your 
family. It will help them locate you. 

If You Feel Your Rights Have Been Violated 

• Write down everything you remember, including officers’ badge 
and patrol car numbers, which agency the officers were from, and 
any other details, (iet contact information for witnesses. If you're 
injured, seek medical attention immediately and take photographs 
of your injuries. 

• File a written complaint with the agency's internal affairs division 
or civilian complaint board. In most cases, you can file a complaint 
anonymously if you wish.

SB 18- effective September 1, 2019- 
requires schools to allow people to 
engage in “expressive activities” in 
common spaces outdoors. 


Also creates disciplinary 
sanctions for students who 
interfere w/ free speech 
activities of others and a 
process for addressing 
complaints of potential free 
speech violations (Spectrum 
News) 




TEXAS LEGISLATURE 2019 


Texas House passes Senate bill seeking to ensure 
free speech on college campuses 


Senate Bill 18 would require universities to create disciplinary sanctions for students who interfere 
with free speech activities. It would still allow universities to put restrictions on the time, place and 
manner of such activities. 


Require Universities to establish all common 
outdoor areas as traditional public forums! 


One of the amendments- prohibit university 
officials or employees from disinviting a 
speaker who was approved by the university
